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FRENCH FORCES 
HOLD ON, REPEL 
NEW ASSAULTS 
ONDIEN BIEN Phi 


Defenders Continue 
Heavy Counterat- 
tacks, Go Without 
Rest 5 Days—2 Cam- 
bodia Cities Fall.

HANOI, Indochina, April 3 
(AP)—The weary defenders of 
Dien Bien Phu beat off new 
Vietminh attacks today and held 
the Communist-led rebels at 
bay a mile from the heart of the 
‘besieged dust bow! fortress. 

French counter - attacks, 


. backed by tanks and heavy ar- 


tillery fire, shattered every Viet- 
minh mass assault trying to 
crack the key defenses of the 
fortress, where many fighters 
have gone for five days without 
rest. 

(In Pars, the French news 
agency said Vietminh regulars 
who invaded Cambodi yester- 
day, captured two cities— 
Voeune Sai and Siem Pang— 
and were heading on for Stung 
Treng, on the Mekong river.) © 


A brief French communique 
said repeated Vietminh attempts 
last night to break through the 
last-ditch defense at Dien Bien 
Phu had failed. Braving mur- 
derous French fire, waves of 
Communist-led rebels had 
pushed to within a mile of the 
fortress’s center in some places. 

In Grave Danger. 

The outnumbered French 
Union garrison clung desperate- 
ly to a narrowing patch of 
trenches, bunkers and barbed 
wire. ‘But they were in grave 
danger. The position’s outer de- 
fenses were wrecked — all its 
fortifications riddled by Viet- 
minh artillery. 

Vietminh casualties soared as 
their Communist commanders 
sent a human sea of attackers 
against Dien Bien Phu, trying 
to engulf it for the first major 
Red victory in the Indochina 
war. A French army source esti- 
mated that the Vietminh have 
lost 20,000 killed or wounded 
since they began this attack on 
the fortress in mid-March. The 
French claimed 7000 of those 


nounced their own losses. 

(In Pairs, officials said the-de- 
fenders of Dien Bien Phu had 
suffered “heavy” losses, but 
light by comparison with those 
of the enemy.) - 

The most serious threat to the 
fortress looried in the north- 
western sector of the dust bowl 
plain, where the Vietminh hold 
one position for launching at- 
tacks.- It was feared a massive 
charge from that quarter and a 
break through might carry the 
attackers into the center area. 

Heavy Vietminh assaults 
lasted throughout last: night, in- 
creasing in tempo in the early 
hours before dawn. But French 
guns hammered them back. The 
French command said its posi- 
tion was substantially the same 
as last night. 

In two counter-attacks in the 
northwest yesterday, the French 
drove the Vietminh from a cap- 
tured position. Then the French 
withdrew from the outlying post 
because it was so shattered by 
artillery fire and bombing it was 
no longer usable. /; 


Enemy Held Back. 


The French took heart from 
the results of their fighting in 
the southeast, where more than 
a dozen counter-attacks kept the 
Vietminh from charging through. 

The attackers used every de- 
vice and weapon-they had in 
yesterday’s two-pronged drive 
from the northwest and south- 
east. First came their heavy 
artillery barrages from the sur- 
rounding hills. Then infantry- 
men rushed the French barri- 
cades, hurling grenades and 
plastic containers of high ex- 
plosives in attempts to cut paths 
through the barbed wire mazes. 
They opened up with maclirine- 
gun, rifle and pistol fire, and

Session of Body Dealing 
With H.- and A-Bombs 
Likely Early Next 
Week. 


UNITED. NATIONS, N. Y., 
April 3 (AP)—The United States, 
Britain and France today called 
for an early meeting of the 
United Nations Disarmament 
Commission, which deals with 
control of the H-bomb, A-bomb 
and other arms. 


Dr. T. F. Tsiang of National- 
ist China, chairman of the com- 
mission, told U. N. personnel he 
probably would set a meeting 
for next week. 


Representatives of the west- 
ern Big Three called for the 
meeting of the commission—of 
which the Soviet Union is a 
member—as public clamor re- 
sounded around the globe fo 
new efforts to get internationa 
control of atomic and thermonu- 
clear energy . These demands, 
especially loud in Britain, fol- 
lowed losure of the tre- 
mendous force of American 
hydrégen weapons tested iin the 
Pacific. 

United States Chief Delega 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. delivered 
the United States not requesting 
the meeting. Similar notes were 
delivered by the British and 
French. 

There was no direct link be- 
tween the call for the meeting 
and the recent talks held by 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and Soviet Ambassador 
Georgi Zarubin in Washington, 
one source said. They have 
been reported exchanging views 
on atom and hydrogen energy 
control as an outgrowt h of 
President Eisenhower's recent 
call for a world atomic pool for 
peaceful purposes. 

The Lodge letter asked Tsiang 
to arrange for an early meeting 
“in order that the commission 
can take up the task prescribed 
for it in the resolution adopted 
in the eighth session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly.” 


The 11 members of the Se- 
curity Council—including Rus- 
sia—plus Canada are members 
of the commission. 


The Disarmament Commission 
was empowered in a resolution 
adopted by the Assembly last 
Nov. 28 to continue efforts to 
reach an agreement on disarma- 
ment, including ultimate con- 
trol of nuclear weapons. The 
Assembly said the Disarmament 
Commission should consider set- 
ting up a subcommittee “con- 
sisting of representatives of 
powers principally involved 
which seek in private an accept- 
able solution and report to the 
Disarmament Commission as 
soon as possible... .” 

The subcommittee would be 
authorized to hold its meetings 
in the capitals of the countries 
most concerned, which would 
mean that meetings would be 
held in London, Paris, Moscow, 
Washington, and in any other 
country that might be included 
in the subcommittee. 

Belgium, one of the biggest 
suppliers of uranium for the 
West, has already spoken for a 
place on the sibcommittee.

U.S. BOOSTS DAIRY 
HOARD BY ‘ABOUT 
100,000,000 POUNDS 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (UP) 
— The Government may have 
bought as much as 100,000,000 
pounds of butter, cheese and 
dried milk last Wednesday—the 
last day high-level dairy price 
supports were in effect. 

Department of Agriculture 
spokesmen said final reports 
from the six regional offices 
that did the buying won’t be in 
until Monday. But they. indi- 
cated the figure would run high. 

Government price supports on 
the three dairy products dropped 
from 90 to 75 per cent of parity 
Thursday. 

If the final day’s purchases 
hit the 100,000,000-pound mark, 
it would boost to about 1,325,- 
000,000 pounds, the total of the 
three products now piled up in 
government storage. On March 
26, the government owned 1,225,- 
500,000 pounds, or about $654,- 
000,000 worth.

President Eisenhower for his 
courage in handling the Army- 
McCarthy row. \ 

She addressed Maine Repub- 
licans as. they ended a two-day 
state convention. McCarthyism 
and Senator Smith’s primary

mer Senate research assistant 
and backer of McCarthy had oc- 
cupied the attention of most of 
the 1300 delegates. 


Senator Smith did not men- 
tion McCarthy by name. There 
was no doubt she meant him 
when she said: “Because we 
may differ on issues is not justi-

He had said he 
would take it to the convention 
floor if the platform committee 
refused to write it into the plat- 
form. 

The platform committee 
turned it down, Perham’s reso- 
lution brought out a. platform, 
which the convention adopted, 
praising President Eisenhower's 
accomplishments and pledging 
him full support. 

Thereupon, Perham: went be- 
fore his own first congressional 
district delegates with a watered- 
down version not mentioning 
McCarthyism, but calling merely 
for “fair play” in congressional 
investigations. This version was 
overwhelmingly rejected by the 
first district leaders, and Per- 
ham abandoned his threat to 
fight it out on the floor. 

Jones’s Reaction. 

Jones hailed rejection of the 
resolution as furthering party 
unity and said it would 
“strengthen” his own campaign 
against Mrs. Smith. 

Mrs. Smith had opposed the 
resolution also.

WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)

The Senator indicated he does 
not expect such information to 
be produced. 

Mundt, acting chairman of the 
Senate Investigations subcom- 
mittee, said in an interview he 
has no present intention of call- 
ing a meeting Monday to go into 
allegations that Sears has pub- 
licly shown himself to be an 
admirer of McCarthy. 

Mundt said he wants Sears to 
“set up his office and go to 
work with the subcommittee on 
ground rules” for the investiga- 
tion. The investigation, ordered 
March 16, has been delayed 16 
days while a search for a coun- 
sel was conducted. Latest tar- 
get date mentioned for hearings 
is April 12. 

Other Developments. 

But development related to 
the McCarthy-Army row con- 
tinued in several directions: 

1. The Defense Department 
announced last night it had re- 
ferred to the Department of 
Justice for “appropriate action” 
—not further explained — the 
case of former Maj. Irving Pe- 
ress. Peress, New York, a dent- 
ist, several times refused to an- 
swer questions about possible 
subversive connections, claiming 
the privilege of the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution. 

2. The Défense Department 
announced also the naming of a 


hearings.

Cohn, the regular counsel for 
the investigations subcommittee 
is involved personally in the 
charges and countercharges to 
be investigated. 

3. The Army said last night 
that Pvt. G. David Schine, a 
former unpaid consultant to the 
McCarthy subcommittee who be- 
came one of the central figures 
in the row with the Army, would 
not get the assignment he had 
requested —an advanced school 
for military police criminal in- 
vestigators. 

After his questioning of 
Peress, an army dental officer, 
early this year, McCarthy sum- 
moned Brig. Gen. Ralph W. 
Zwicker, a World War II hero 
who had been commanding of- 
ficer at Camp Kilmer, N.J., to 
testify about the Army’s hand- 
ling of Peress. 

Zwicker’s experience as a 
witness before McCarthy, who 
in effect told him at one point 
he was unfit to command, 
brought on a head-on clash be- 
tween Secretary of the Army 
Robert T. B. Stevens and Mc- 
Carthy. 

Army’s Charges. 

Then an Army report repre- 
sented McCarthy and Cohn as 
exerting pressure to get special 
treatment for Schine. 

McCarthy and Cohn denied 
any such action and retorted 
with memoranda which amount- 
ed to an accusation that Stevens 
and Adams had tried to “black- 
mail” the subcommittee and di- 
vert it from Army investigations 
by putting it on the trail of the 
other services. This, in turn, 
was denied. 

It was at this stage that the 
investigation was ordered; with 
McCarthy temporarily _relin- 
quishing charge of the subcom- 
mittee to Mundt. McCarthy has 
said, however, that he would 
question Army witnesses at the 
public hearing. 

Mundt took a position yester- 
day of firm support for Sears in 
the face of what the Senator 
termed “vicious smears” by

CHARLOTTE, N.C., April 3 
(AP)—Adlai Stevenson said last 
night the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration should “stop calling 
names” and concentrate on in- 
ternational control of “the un- 
known demons that lurk in the 
atom.” 

In a 45-minute address to 
more than 2500 North Carolina 
Democrats the 1952 presidential 
candidate said the Indochina 
war, growing unemployment, and 
the threat of atomic war were 
grave problems facing the na- 
tion. Applause interrupted his 
speech 37 times. 


Stevenson termed what he 
called “the frustration of the 
(G.O.P.) legislative program, the 
division, the feuding, the name- 
calling, the timidity and the im- 
potence” a “distasteful specta- 
cle,” and added: 

“It is not just the fate of the 
Eisenhower Administration that 
is at stake... it is the fate of 
all of us, 

“A year ago tonight I was in 
Indochina and every day the 
peril increases e. Every 
month more Americans lose 
their jobs. 

“The ghastly (thermonuclear) 
explosions in the Pacific have 
pointed up the imperative ne- 
cessity for new and desperate in- 


unknown demons that lurk in 
the atom. 

“And yet for weeks our na- 
tional life is preoccupied with 
Republicans quarreling over the 
discharge of a dentist (Dr. Irv- 
ing Peress) by the Army... . 
and we wait from day to day to 
decide who is lying about 
what.” 

Asserting the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration has resorted to 
slogans and sales campaigns, he 
said that the nation has not 
been “getting straight talk from 
our leaders.” j 

The former Illinois Governor 
said the Administration has used 
“this merchandising technique” 
to get headlines over the an- 
nounced withdrawal of the Sev- 
enth Fleet from Formosa, over 
“howling about the secret sell- 
out of Yalta and Potsdam,” and 
over talk about a “bold, new 
dynamic foreign palicy of ‘lib- 
eration’ for” eastern Europe.

FRENCH JET PLANE 
CRASHES CLOSE TO 


PLEVEN AND BRITON 

PARIS, April 3 ‘AP)—A 
French jet fighter crashed to- 
day at the Melun-Villaroche 
airport within 165 feet of Brit- 
ish supply minister Duncan San- 
dys and Rene Pleven, French 
Defense Minister. 

At the controls of the plane, a 
French-made Mystere , was 
test Pilot Col. Coristantin Roza- 
noff. He was killed. 

Sandys, son-in-law of Prime 
Minister Churchill, arrived in 
Paris yesterday to attend an air 
demonstration of France’s latest 
model jet fighter and went with 
Pleven to the military airdrome 
about 35 miles southeast of the 
city. 

First reports said neither San- 
dys nor Pleven was hurt. 

Rozanoff, 49 years old, was 
the first French pilot to break 
through*the sound barrier in a 
French-manufactured jet. He pi- 
loted the Mystere IV to a speed 
of approximately 837 miles an 
hour last October. He com- 
manded fighter groups in World 
War II. 


HOUSE PASSES 
LOYALTY OATH ON 
U.S. HOME LOANS

WASHINGTON, April 3—The 
House voted yesterday without 
dissent to require anyone with 
a government-insured mortgage 
on his house to take a loyalty 
oath. 

Although the sponsor of the 
provision, Representative John 
W. McCormack (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, said it applied to exist- 
ing houses as well as new 
houses, its wording clearly cov- 
ered only houses built “here- 
after.” It was an amendment to 
the housing bill. 

Anyone giving a false “certifi- 
cate” of loyalty would be sub- 
ject to $10,000 fine or five years 
in jail. The provision would also 
apply to occupants of public 
housing units. 

Questions as to the constitu- 
tionality of the provision were 
raised later but it was adopted 
by voice vote without any de- 
bate on that point.

American and Korean firemen 
battled for three hours to check 
the flames which for a time 
threatened the largest Army 
quartermaster depot in Korea. 
Korean natiofal police said 
the blaze started when gas es- 
caping from a leaky main was 
touched off by two carpenters. 
It was Pusan’s third disas- 
trous fire in five months. Three 
persons were killed and 6000 
buildings were destroyed last 
Nov. 28.

Army-McCarthy row, to attend 
a criminal investigation course 
at Camp Gordon, Ga. 

‘Maj. Gen. William H. Maglin, 
provost marshal general, ruled 
that Schine was not qualified to 
be an “assistant military police 
criminal investigator” and in- 
stead will serve as a military 
policeman.

Maglin told a press confer- 
ence that Schine was not “suf- 
ficiently outstand for admis- 
sion to the criminal investigation 
school. He said only the “best 
qualified” applicants are chosen 
after a study of all good and 
bad factors. ° 

Other than that, Maglin would 
not give his reasons for reject- 
ing Sthine on the ground they 
were confidential. But he said 
he is ready to disclose them to 
the McCarthy subcommittee if 
it asks for them. 

The general said Schine’s 
previous connection with the 
subcommittee had no influence 
on his decision. In fact, he said, 
Schine’s previous investigative 
work was one of the reasons his 
application Was considered in 
the first place. 

Maglin said Schine now is as- 
signed to Camp Gordon as a 
post policeman where he will 
“direct traffic, handle the gates, 
patrol and perform normal M.P. 
duties.” 

He said Schine was “an out- 
standing soldier” during his M.P. 
training at Camp Gordon, but 
that he was not sure such was 
the case when the private was 
undergoing basic training at 
Fort Dix, N.J.

BONN CULTURAL 
TIES ARE CLOSER 
DESPITE 2 WARS 


Credits ‘Intelligentsia’ 
Who Came to This 


Country, G.ls Back 


From Germany, Ex- 
change Programs. 


Despite two wars, cultural re- 
lations between. Germany and 
the United States now are 
closer than ever before, Heinz 
Knappstein, German consul gen- 
eral in Chicago, asserted today 
at an institute sponsored by the 
pe Louis Council on World Af- 

airs. 


Thousands of members of the 
German intelligentsia came to 
this country during World War 
II, and as professors, doctors 
and lawyers have served as 
“ambassadors of German cul- 
ture,” he said, adding that Amer- 
ican troops who saw Germany 
at first hand have spread good 
will on their return home. 

“During ‘the Nazi regime,” 
Knappstein continued, “Germany 
was in a state of intellectual 
starvation—cut off from the out- 
side world. After the war Ger- 
many was eager to catch up, as 
attested by the great popularity 
of the works of Hemingway, 
Faulkner, Dos Passos, Saroyan 
and other American writers.” 


Exchange Program. 

Since 1947, 11,000 Germans 
have come to the United States 
to learn in exchange programs 
which have contributed a great 
deal to mutual understanding, he 
reported. Two years ago the 
German parliament, as a token 
of gratitude and friendship, es- 
tablished an exchange program 
of its own whereby 100 Amer- 
icans go to Germany for four 
weeks with their expenses paid. 

Heinz L. Krekeler, German 
ambassador to the United States, 
opened the two-day meeting at 
Hotel Sheraton last night with 
an address in which he said West 
Germans have accepted the idea 
of rearmament without enthu- 
siasm but with a recognition of 
the need for a common defense 
of the free world. 

German reaction to rearma- 
ment at first was “understand- 
ably one of utter reluctance, if 
not resistance to the whole 
idea,” he asserted, but the sub- 
sequent change in attitude dem- 
onstrated that West Germans 
realized they could not accept 
“the benefits of association with 
the free world without also shar-_ 
ing its burdens.” 

Willing to Co-Operate. 

Another evidence of Western 
Germany's willingness: to co- 
operate with neighboring states 
to solve common problems is its 
participation in the European 
Community for Coal and Steel, 
the ambassador declared. 


“The security of the free 
world and the security of West- 
ern Europe are inseparable,” he 
continued. “By the same token, 
the security of each of the rel- 
atively small Western European 
nations is dependent upon the 
security of its neighbors.” 


He said that one of the main 
objectives of the Bonn govern- 
ment is to reach “a complete 
understanding between France 
and Germany in every respect.” 
Obstacles in the way of this goal 
“certainly are not small,” he 
added, “but if we look at them 
in proper perspective they are 
not insurmountable.” 


The flow of food and clothing 
parcels to Germany from Amer- 
ica after World War II “helped 
to breathe new life into the dor- 
mant spiritual forces of Ger- 
many which, in turn, established 
the solid foundation for the re- 
construction of our government 
and economy,” Krekeler said. 


‘Stable Government.” — 


Building the new federal re- 
public from a community level 
and on a sounder basis than the 
old Weimar Republic of post- 
Wold War I days, Germans have 
achieved a stable government 
and “have every reason to ex- 
pect that we will have the same 
stability throughout the next 
four. years,” he said. 


“We have now been able to 
reconstruct our country materi- 
ally, to develop the productive 
forces of our industry and of our 
farmland, and, last but not least, 
to integrate the greater part of 
the 10,000,000 expellees and 
refugees who came into our 
country from the eastern parts

CITY PAY RISE 
PLAN OUTLINED IN 
PUBLIC HEARING 


Unions Study Scearce 
Proposal for $1-to- 
$50 -a-Month In- 


creases for 4400. 


Recommendations of Person- 
nel Director R. Elliott Scearce 
for a new compensation plan for 
city employes which would pro- 
vide salary incfeases ranging 
from $1 to $50 a month for some 
4400 of the city’s 8400 employes 
were outlined at a public hear- 
ing conducted by the Civil Serv- 


fy ice Commission today. 


Most of the representatives 
of various unions of city em- 
ployes, who attended the hear- 
ing, seemed generally satisfied 
with Scearce’sr tions 
They will meet Monday, how- 
ever, to further study the pro- 
posed plan. 

Scearce explained that his rec- 
ommendations did not contem- 
plate any general pay rise for 
city employes, but rather was a 
job reclassification which would 
grant pay increases to some em- 
ployes through up-grading. 

About 3500 city employes, 
most of them clerks and office 
workers and hospital employes, 
would receive no increases un- 
der the plan, he said. A total of 
240 employes would be reclassi- 
fied downward, but he said he 
would not recommend any re- 
duction in their pay. 

Those who would _ receive 
increases through up-grading 
would be technical help—such 
as engineers — craftsmen and 
general laborers. 


Scearce recommended minor 
changes in provisions governing 
sick leave and vacation time. 
Sick leave would accumulate at 
a rate of one and a half days a 
month, instead of two days at 
present, but there would be no 
change in the maximum ac- 
cumulation of 90 days. Vacation 
time off would accumulate as at 
present, but the employe would 
be required to take the vaca- 
tion within the following year. 

Earlier this year the Civil 
Service Commission, in a rec- 
ommended compensation plan 
would have cut the total vaca- 


|tion time of city employes by 


a half through placing many of 
them on an hourly pay basis in- 
stead of a monthly pay schedule. 

This was one of the factors 
which led to a five-day strike 
by city electricians and painters, 
members respectively of the 
AFL International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers and Paint- 
ers District Council. Today’s 
hearing, in advance of submis- 
sion of a new plan, was agreed 
on as one of the conditions of 
settlement of the strike. 

James Quinn, business repre- 
sentative of the electricians’ 
union, told the commission to- 
day that he was generally satis- 
fied with the recommendations, 
but thought elegtpical inspectors 
should be raised two steps. 

Other union representatives 
attending the hearing ex- 
pressed general satisfaction with 
Scearce’s proposals, although 
most of them had one or two 
criticisms to make. William A. 
Webb, executive secretary of 
the AFL Central Trades and 
Labor Union, obtained a copy 
of Scearce’s report for the pur- 
pose of further study Monday.

INCREASE IN MINIMUM WAGE

FOR TAX EVASION 


St. Clair County Coroner 
Is Also Placed on 
Probation for Two

St. Clair county, was fined $10,- 
000 and placed on probation for 
two years yesterday when he 
pleaded nolo contendere (no 
contest) to one count of an in- 
dictment charging him with fed- 
eral income tax evasion. 

As a condition of probation 
United States District Judge 
Charles G.- Briggle said Dr. 
Kane must make full payment 
to the Government of back taxes 
and penalties still owed by him. 


The Internal Revenue Service 
has a civil claim for taxes and 
penalties against the coroner for 
$117,000 dating back to 1938. 

The indictment, returned in 
October 1951, charged that Dr. 
Kane evaded payment of $31,- 
609: in 1944 and 1945. The plea 
was made to the 1945 count and 
United States Attorney John 
Stoddart announced he would 
ask the Attorney General not 
to prosecute the 1944 count. 

Dr. Kane is alleged to have 
reported a net income of $7578 
in 1944 and $8295 in 1945 when 
it should have been $30,223 and 
$42,983 respectively. He paid 
taxes amounting to $3419 in that 
period, it was charged, but 
should have paid $35,028. 

Stoddart objected to Dr. Kane 
being permitted to enter a plea 
of no contest and Judge Briggle 
first accepted it with reserva- 
tions, then allowed it to stand. 

Defense Attorney Harold G. 
Baker argued for the no con- 
test plea saying. Dr. Kane's 
right to hold office and to con- 
tinue as a licensed physician 
would .be endangered if he 
pleaded guilty. He said there 
was no clear cut precedent rela- 
tive to civil rights as a result 
of the no contest plea, but he 
knew of no legal reason why Dr. 
Kane should not continue as 
coroner. 

In its civil suit the Govern- 
ment alleged Dr. Kane know- 
ingly failed to report some in- 
come from _ professional fees, 
royalties or profits from oil 
leases and understated his in- 
come tax liabilities.

No Peace in Israel 

Jordanian charges of an Israeli attack on the 
village of Nahalin—now upheld by U.N. repre- 
sentatives in Palestine—are hardly the answer 
Secretary of State Dulles expected to his devout 
appeal for “forbearance on the part of all par- 
ties” to the increasing Israeli-Arab hostilities. 


He had just been visited by Abba Eban, the 
Israeli ambassador, who protested the murder- 
ous assault on a bus full of Israeli citizens— 
killings which Jordan blamed on Israeli trouble- 
makers. Eban also accused the Arab governments 
of new schemes against Israel and Middle East- 
ern peace. 


He found support for this in Jordan's refus- 
al to attend the meeting called by the Secre- 
tary-General of the United Nations under Article 
XII of the Israeli-Arab truce agreement, although 
the Arabs now want the Security Council to call 
Israel onto the carpet. 


Eban finds further grievances in such earlier 
incidents as the incendiary speech by the King of 
Saudi-Arabia, the Egyptian blockade of the Suez 
against shipments to Israel, the kidnaping of 
Israeli airplane passengers forced down in Iraq 
and a string of frontier shooting affrays. 

. - . 


It would be superhuman, however, if the vio- 
lence were completely one-sided. The record 
does show the Israeli raid on Kibya last October 
and the completely destructive bombing raids on 
the Arab villages of Ikret and Kafr-Biram. All 
too obviously, the 1949 armistice has not been 
supplanted by a genuine peace agreement. Nor 
is the presence of Gen. Bennike’s United Nations 
Truce Supervision Organization enough to insure 
a reasonable facsimile of peace. 


To Mr. Dulles and the statesmen of the other 
great powers, concerned with a greater threat 
to peace, the continuation of the Israeli-Arab 
feuding must seem a nuisan especially since 
it blocks full integration of the Mediterranean 
area in the general defense of the West. 


There must even be the temptation to abandon 
one side at the price of full support by the 
other. And in the Middle East there are 2,662,- 
000 square miles occupied by 44,000,000 Arabs, 
and only 8000 square miles held by 1,650,000 
Israeli. But more than statistics must be con- 
sidered: Are the Arab governments, especially 
those of Egypt, Syria and Iran, stable enough to 
be counted on? If granted American weapons, 
would they turn them against the Israelis?

Since Jews and Arabs lived together peace- 
fully in Palestine and the Middle East for hun- 
dreds of years, why cannot the Arabs realistical- 
ly accept the fact that Israel is there to stay? 
Why cannot governments achieve a harmony 
once easy enough for individuals? Why cannot 
the Arabs feel that the advanced technical skills 
of immigrants to Israel could mean greater pros- 
perity for all through such developments as the 
now Arab-blocked Jordan Valley water project? 


On the other hand, why cannot Israel assume 
a greater measure of responsibility for the 400,- 
000 Arab refugees, forced off their Palestinian 
homesteads and now camped on the frontier as 
a patient, long-suffering humar appeal to the 
resentment of the whole Arab world? 


And why cannot the Western powers extend 
more economic help to these people—largely in 
the Point Four pattern—instead of just appea)l- 
ing for forbearance? Real peace can be achieved 
only by the Israeli and the Arabs themselves. 
But cannot we, through the United Nations, 
make the road to peace easier for them? 
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Injunction on the Kaskaskia 

A temporary injunction against pollution of 
the Kaskaskia river by the National Petro-Chem- 
icals Corp. has been handed down by Circuit 
Judge Grover Watson at Tuscola, Ill. The ques- 
tion now is whether the injunction is being hon- 
ored. Petro is continuing to operate, and its 
latest words on the subject are a blanket denial 
that the wastes it is dumping into the Kaskaskia 
are polluting the river. 

It is therefore up to the Sanitary Water Board 
and the Attorney General to make further tests 


of the water and, if it is still polluted, to hale © 


Petro back into court for violating the injunction. 
The manager of the plant, David J. Stark, has 
taken the position that he will do nothing unless 
the state can prove in court that his operation 


. is polluting the river. The state officials, there- 


fore, ought to be prepared to offer every bit of 
evidence they can amass. 

If further court action against Petro becomes 
necessary, Attorney General Castle may want to 
pursue still another avenue of inquiry. The 
sworn testimony of Mr. Stark, and of Shelbyville 
citizens. who have testified in three days of hear- 
ings, was so contradictory that a question of 
veracity has possibly been raised. 

If it ‘s true that a $400,000 disposal system 
would control the plant’s wastes, as Mr. Stark 
is quoted as Saying, why is not work already in 
progress on ‘designing and installing it? Fifty 
million dollars was spent in building the plant. 
Cannot half a million or less be spent to keep it 
from being a menace to health in the area where 
it operates? And if six months would be required 
for installation, so much more reason for setting 
to work without further procrastination. 

Or does National Petro-Chemicals mean to try 
to get by permanently without an adequate waste- 
control system in its seemingly otherwise mod- 
ern plant? , | 
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France's No. 1 Soldier Dismissed 

Marshal Alphonse-Pierre Juin was dismissed 
from his French army commands primarily be- 
cause he opposed formation of the EDC army. 
But even though his dramatic ousting by the Lan- 
iel cabinet has been at least indirectly approved 
by the French Assembly and by French public 
opinion, it would be unrealistic to assume that 
it betokens a new enthusiasm for ratification of 
the EDC agreements in Paris. 

Marshal Juin made his anti-EDC declaration 
after consulting with Gen. Charles de Gaulle who 
still has a considerable if diminished following. 
The parliamentary influence of this group, plus 
the Communists, plus those Frenchmen unable 
to reconcile themselves to any form of German 
rearmament, is a formidable obstacle to any ef- 
fort for EDC retification by the Laniel regime. 

And some of its members are not as devoted 
to the project as is Foreign Minister Bidault. . 

Further, popular support for Marshal Juin’s 
dismissal cannot be fully attributed to his anti- 
EDC position. Actually, he favors an independent 


German contingent in the European defense 


force rather than the integration of Germans in 
an international army which, he says, would 
end the independence of the French army. To 
many in France, Juin’s kind of German soldier 
seems more dangerous than one in an EDC uni-’ 
form. On top of this, the marshal’s peppery 
tongue and his open contempt for so popular 
@ man as former President Auriol and for civil 
government in general have not endeared him to 


a nation allergic to the slightest sign of a man 
on horseback, 

So the Juin affair seems another case of a 
military hero who came a cropper in politics. All 
who remember his valiant services in two world 
wars to France and the West can only regret 
his present situation. 
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New Face in the Prairie State 

Illinois may not be getting a new look, but a 
new face is going up all over the place these 
days in‘anticipation of the April 13 primary. It 
is the face of Joseph T. Meek, one of nine (or 
10, the number is uncertain) candidates for the 
Republican nomination for Senator to run against 
Paul H. Douglas next November®The posters do 
not tell what Mr. Meek stands for. Chiefly what 
they do is present his genial face and his name 
in very large black lettering on a rather faded- 
out orange-brown background. 

Mr. Meek, who lives in a Chicago suburb 
called Western Springs, is founder and president 
of the Illinois Federation of Retail Associations. 
What this means is that he is essentially a lobby- 
ist at the State Legislature in Springfield. Since 
Mr, Meek claims to be leading the field two 
weeks before the primary, Illinois Republican 
voters are entitled to know how he stands on 
major issues within their party such as McCar- 
thyism and the Bricker amendment. 

The Eisenhower wing of the Republican party 
is doing its best to bring Senator McCarthy un- 
der control, but Mr. Meek apparently sees no 
need for that. He said in a Springfield speech 
that if he were elected Senator he would “offer 
no apology for Senator McCarthy.” As for the 
controversy between the Wisconsin Senator and 
the Army, Mr. Meek says it should have been 
fought “behind closed doors of the Republican 
party” and that “the National Administration 
should have stayed aloof.” In short, Mr. Meek 
favors hush-hush and the less the voters know 
about such things the better. 

As for the Bricker amendment to tie the 
President's hands in foreign affairs, Mr. Meek 
is strong for that. Had he been in the Senate in 
the place of Democratic Senator Douglas he 
would have voted for the ball-and-chain amend- 
ment that President Eisenhower came out 
against. As Senator Douglas’s vote saved the 
day for Mr. Eisenhower, so Mr. Meek, had he 
been in the Senate, would have defeated the 
President on the most important issue voted on 
in the Senate in three months. 

McCarthyite, Brickerite and yet Joseph T. 
Meek says the Republican Administration’ in 
Washington needs him!

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Outside of Official Channels

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Hopeful, But Not an Upturn 

The March unemployment figures are, mildly 
encouraging, but it would be a mistake—partic- 
ularly for responsible officials in Washington— 
to conclude that March brought the hopefully 
awaited upturn in business. It did not. 

What happened in March, assuming that the 
Census Bureau's figures are accurate, was that 
unemployment rose more slowly than it had 
risen in January and February. And the reason 
for the leveling off was the seasonal rise in 
farm employment, March being the month when 
farm laborers traditionally start going back to 
work. The Census Bureau reports a rise of 
171,000 in farm employment—about half of the 
rise that took place in March a year ago, 

While farm jobs jncreased, however, em- 
ployment in cities and towns continued to fall 
off, showing a decline of 126,000. Since the re- 
cession cannot be considered licked until the 
volume of non-agricultural employment starts to 
turn upward, it is clear that the looked-for re- 
covery still must await the future. 

At 3,725,000, total unemployment is still below 
the postwar peak of 4,684,000 in February 1950. 
We can therefore stiil hope that now as in 1950 
the recession may correct itself. But it is only 
realistic to note that in 1950, when the process 
of self-correction was at work, unemployment 
dropped sharply in March, whereas in March 
this year it was still rising except on the farms. 

Even with 3,725,000 out of work the potential 
sources of recovery remain impressive. For ex- 
ample, in February persongl income was running 
at the annual rate of $283,008000,000—a lot of 
money to support a lot of economic activity. 
Nevertheless the present ratio of unemployment 
—5.8 per cent of the civilian labor force—re- 
mains too high for comfort. It will be no tri- 
umph to “stabilize” unemployment at that level, 
For a real upturn, we need an upturn in jobs.

Soil in the Bank, With Interest 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


State conservation officer pleads for farm program based on 
payments which retire rather than waste surplus acres; be- 
lieves this would be cheaper than paying to produce more 
needless crops; soil-saving is matter of national survival. 


From ‘Essay on Evolution’ by M. O. Steen, Fish and Game Division 
Chief, Missouri Conservation Commission, in the 
Missouri Conservationist 


We speak of the greatest resource we 
possess, our land, in which every living 
American has a stake as do all the gen- 
erations yet unborn—we speak of that 
land as though it were a liability, and 
we call its bountiful production “our 
farm problem.” I say that is a misnom- 
er! This problem is as All-American as 
any issue this nation has ever faced. 


We should all have a deep and very 
personal interest in America’s land—it 
is the stuff of which our own environ- 
ment is made, We should know that we 
are history’s luck- SATE 
iest people, that we &% 
own the best en- ,; 
vironment this ma- 
terial world has 
given any nation! 
We should all know 
this, but we should 
also know that we 
can easily dissipate 
this great inherit- ¢ : 
ance of ours—that 
our environment is a perishable thing! 

There’ is a way, a simple way, by 
which we can save our inheritance and 
solve our production problem. We can 
pay the American farmer for devoting 
surplus acreage to production of soil 
building rathér than soil-depleting crops. 
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Fewer Surplus Acres 


Immediately, some one will say that 
we do not pay the farmer for growing 
soil-depleting crops. Granted, we do not 
make direct payments, but we do sup- 
port the prices of soil-depleting crops 
at levels that make their continued pro- 
duction profitable. 


By so doing we provide incentive for 
the production of surpluses, and end up 
with rigid crop controls as the best al- 
ternative in the dilemma. 


I submit that there is a much better 
way—take surplus acres rather than sur- 
plus products out of circulation. Deposit 
our public funds in the soil bank of 
America: stop making withdrawals from 
that bank in the form of products we 
do not currently need. 


Such a program should require that 
the surplus acreage be withdrawn from 
the production of cash crops, and de- 
voted to soil-building practices. The 
growing deficiency of organic matter in 
our average cropland is, in my opinion, 
a dangerous threat to future production 
from our best land. The obvious answer 
to our needs, therefore, is to plant sur- 
plus acres to soil-building legumes, par- 
ticularly deep-rooted legumes. 


But whatever the details, the program 
should insure continuing deposits in our 
soil bank, and the prohibition of with- 
drawal therefrom until the depositors 
require it. In return for this, the nation 
should pay the American farmer ade- 


_ quate rental for the retired acreage, and 


should put a floor under the prices of 
desired prosuenee that will insure a 
fair profit for efficient husbandry. 


Farmers and Their Incomes 


Under any such program, provision 
should be made for a food reserve. The 
ever-normal granary has much merit. 
No nation should operate without a food 
reserve, and especially a nation that 
regiments food production. 

A possible objection to the program 
may be the contention that the land 
belongs to the farmer; hence the people 
at Jarge should not be required to 
finance soil-building—it will be argued 
that the farmer should do this. 


Regardless of its merit, this con- 
tention is most unrealistic. We are in no 
position to waste precious time arguing 
about what the farmer should do. The 
thing is what will he do. I 


to his income—his unstable economic 
circumstances :compel him to do so. 
Farming is by long odds the most 
hazardous business in America —the 
farmer can’t even set a price on his 
own products. The American farmer can 
not afford to take thirty million acres or 
more of his best land out of production 
under these circumstances, and he is 
not going to do so. 

His government may require him to 
retire thirty million acres from wheat, 
corn and cotton production (as it is do- 
ing this year), but he will plant that 
acreage to soy beans, barley or other 
unrestricted crops. Surpluses will not be 
eliminated, they will merely be shifted. 

We are already paying for a farm 
program that most of us consider un- 
satisfactory. There should be no added 
expense because we change programs; 
in fact the cost should decrease rather 


than increase, For example, the current \ 


rental cost of space and facilities need- 
ed to store surplus commodities will 
pay the farmer more than $6 per acre 
per year on 30,000,000 acres, 


Soil as a Reserve 


Storage facility rentals are but a 
small part of the cost of our present 
price-support program; our major in- 
vestment is the purchase and storage 
of surplus farm products of hazardous 
value and durability. Would it not be 
better and wiser to deposit most of 
these funds in our soit bank, where they 
will be safe indefinitely (with interest) 
whenever we find it advantageous to 
draw on this reserve? 

We have adequate justification for 
doing so in the fact that we will be us- 
ing our tax money to enforce soil con- 
servation, a national must in which we 
all have a stake. Our present expendi- 
tures accomplish little more than to 
buy surpluses and soil depletion plus 
inadequate and inequitable protection 
for the American farmer. 

Under the. proposed program we 
would deposit these fundg in a joint 
savings account in the nation’s. soil 
bank; we would be building up, not 
tearing down our own environment. 


‘Story of a Hungry Animal’ 


If that Is not enough, there 1s one 
more benefit—a bonus that has social, 
recreational, and economic values. The 
program,.once in operation, will work 
wonders for wildlife. Thirty million 
acres of legumes, permanently in place, 
is a windfall beyond the wildest dream 
of the average wildlife manager. 

Fifteen million American hunters 
will appreciate this bonus, will benefit 
by the proposed change, and the bene- 
fits will grow through the years. 

The pages of history tell a startling 
story of man’s failure to evolve intel- 
lectually to a stage which permits him 
to properly protect his own environ- 
ment: Given time to complete the cycle, 
civilized man has squandered the re- 
serve on deposit in every soil bank un- 
der his stewardship, and has been forced 
to rebuild these dssets by conquést or 
austerity; failing which he has passed 
on into national decay or oblivion, 

Review the record, my fellow-citizens, 
study history critically. You will begin 
to understand what that able historian 
Hendrik Van Loon meant when he said: 
“The history of man is the story of a 
hungry animal in search of food.”

Job Starts Monday. 

“His (Sears’s) job Monday is 
to set up his office, and go to 
work with the subcommittee on 
ground rules,” Mundt said. That 
is a’ group headed by Senator 
Everett Dirksen. (Rep.), Illinois, 
within the investigations sub- 
committee, created to recom- 
mend special rules for the pub- 
lic inquiry. Among its tasks are 
to recommend whether McCar- 
thy should have the right to 
cross-examine “adverse” wit- 
nesses, and if so, whether Army 
counsel should have the right to 
cross-examine McCarthy when 
he testifies.

Boston newspaper files showed 
that Sears had hailed Mec- 
Carthy’s re-election in 1952 and 
predicted he would continue to 
do a “great job” driving “pinks 
and Commies” out of Govern- 
ment. The Harvard University 
student newspaper ‘said Sears 
tried to raise money to help Mc- 
Carthy’s re-election campaign. 

But Sears said he felt he has

Charge of ‘Whitewash.’ 

Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion, an avowedly liberal non- 
partisan organization which 
usually has supported New Deal 
and Fair Deal policies, called 
the appointment of Sears an 
“obvious first step\to whitewash 
Senator McCarthy.” 

Mundt flared back in a state- 
ment saying “there now seems 
to be a concerted effort—per- 
hdps led by A.D.A.—to discredit 
Mr. Sears before he even starts 
his difficult duties.”

Monroney’s Connections. 

Ironically, Monroney spon- 
sored Sears during an anti- 
McCarthy speechmaking trip in 
Boston. He telephoned Senator 
Stuart Symington (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, and Semator Henry M. 
Jackson (Dem.), Washington, 
from Boston Wednesday that 
Sears was qualified and avail- 
able. 

Monroney explained that he 
had gotten to know Sears 
through David Busby, son-in-law 
of Sears, and one of Monroney’s 
county campaign managers in 
Oklahoma. Mrs. Busby—Sears’s 
daughter—is vice chairman of 
the Pontotoc County (Okla.), 
Democratic central committee.

THERE WERE SEVERAL other cases of se- 
vere laryngitis before the day was over. For 
these, as well us many other young hopefuls 
who couldn’t make the grade, it was a day, an 
hour, a moment of heartbreak after months of 
study and practice, and you could see it on their 
faces as they walked off the bare floor after 
their audition—those who knew, almost instinc- 
tively, that the three sympathetic faces had 
nevertheless jotted down a low mark. 

Some had sung before in the Muny Opera 
chorus, and had their eye now on the main 
chance—one of the half-dozen available leads 
or an important understudy role. They were 
more sure of themselves. A few were just test- 
ing their voices and their effect in total upon 
the three “judges,” for they didn’t really want 
to leave Hollywood. They wanted to stay close 
to the film capital in case that miraculous call 
suddenly came from one of the major studios.

A ONE-TIME BEAUTY QUEEN stepped up. 
She was tall and trim, but definitely no longer 
a beauty queen. In filling in her dossier for the 
visiting St. Louisans she had written: 

Age: Ha Ha 

Experience: Plenty 

Kennedy at once recognized her as a moder- 
ately good singer who has done well in the past. 
He complimented her after her audition, but 
said candidly he did not have just the right spot 
for her in the opera’s repertoire this summer, 
but if he thought of something. ...

QUEENIE SMITH, the gracious grand dame 
of stage and screen who for the past 10 years 
has been the Muny Opera’s representative in 
Hollywood, ushered in the next “contestant,” a 
very pretty 17-year-old named Dolly Pierson. 
Just out of high school, she was dressed in her 
Sunday best and cut a perfect figure as she 
stood there alone, ready to sing, five feet four 
and 118 pounds of sheer pulchritude. 

Her only experience had been in school 
operas. But she sang with assurance and a cer- 
tain amount of young charm. The three St. 
Louis faces looked, listened, and jotted down 
little chicken scratches that apparently extended 
Dolly’s practice lessons for another full year. 
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SOME, LIKE DOLLY, were quietly demure; 
Others bubbled with talk and personality. The 
one common denominator was Ambition. 

“What do I know? My mind’s a blank this 
morning,” exclaimed an experienced singer 
named Janet Medlin as she greeted Kennedy. 
He suggested something light, she sang it well, 
and dashed out again. 

Poor singers are dubbed “dogs” by profes- 
sional auditioners. There were times at the 
studio when the place resembled a kennel. But 
there were moments too when everyone there 
felt thrilled by a beautiful voice, such as that of 
Marian Bell, who once starred in the stage play 
“Brigadoon,” or that of 24-year-old Margery 
McKay, for whom Kennedy did not have the 
right spot—for a mezzo soprano voice. 
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YOU WATCHED THEM ALL, and you could 
visualize behind them the oncoming hordes of 
hopefuls in Hollywood studying voice or dancing 
or just plain acting; hoping, struggling, some- 
times going hungry, praying for a movie or tele- 
vision or stage break, knowing that only a rare 
few among them would hit the limelight but 
refusing to give up and go home.

THIS, OF COURSE, is impos- 
sible. We have change the 
age-old habits of human beings 
who have to learn and form hab- 
its of depending on reason and 
negotiation rather than force to 
bring about peace. This takes 
patience and perseverance and 
there will be failures. 

Even had it been possible to 
immediately build force within 
the U.N., as was originally hoped 
before the cold war developed 
between the United States and 
Russia, that would not have 
meant that peace would have 
been immediately assured. As 
it was, because we could not 
agree on how to build force in 
the U.N., we were obliged to go 
on building military strength in- 
dividually. Within the U.N., 
however, we discovered that 
wars could be averted by nego- 
tiation and the pressure of world 
public opinion. And when the 
Security Council on a voluntary 
basis decided to defend Korea 
and announced that the U.N. 
would not permit aggression, 17 
nations furnished military aid 
and 45 nations gave of other 
types of aid. This was probably 
one of the actions which has 
prevented World War III, and 
— aggression throughout 

sia. 
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IF, AS MR. LAWRENCE 
SAYS, the U. N. will have noth- 
ing to do with the peace, then 
the United States Government 
is at fault, for we have an armi- 
stice and the conference in Ge- 
neva has been called pursuant 
to a resolution of the U.N. It 
may be that our Government is 
shutting the U.N. out. If so, the 
present Administration is grave- 
ly at fault, for it always has said 
that it believed in the U.N. and 
would uphold it. 

The U.N. cannot fail “as an 
enforcement body” because we 
the people have never made it 
that. If Mr. Lawrence believes 
that. a moral code is rieeded, per- 
haps he might suggest it, for all 
nations must subscribe to it since 
we are pledged to uphold the 
U.N. If he thinks only govern- 
ments that agree with us should 
be members of the U.N., then 
what he wants is a group of 
slave states, not a group of free 
peoples who have their differ- 
ences but always believe that 
peace can eventually be obtained 
by development of understand- 
ing and co-operation among all 
nations.

Danger Signals

(St. Louis Health Commissioner) 


ANCER is now the Number 2 
Cxiter in St. Louis and in the 

United States. Over 1500 per- 
sons in St. Louis died of cancer 
last year. 

According to most authorities 
at least one-third of the present 
deaths from. cancer could _be 
avoided through the applica- 
tion of present knowledge. In 
St. Louis this would mean say- 
ing about 500 lives annually,

ACCOMPLISHMENT of this 
goal depends primarily upon 
two factors: 

Early detection and diagnosis. 

Prompt and adequate treat- 
ment. 

This means seeing your doc- 
tor when you first notice any 
sign or symptoms that could 
mean cancer. 


Cancer has one greatly ally— 
time. This is easy to under- 
stand when you consider the 
nature of the disease. It usual- 
ly develops in one place and, if 
not checked in time, can spread 
to many parts of the body and 
become incurable. 


But it also has two powerful 
enemies — continuous research 
to find more effective means of 
diagnosis and cure, and an edu-' 
cated public that knows cancer 
need not be fatal if discovered 
while it is still localized. 

Early diagnosed cancer can be 
effectively controlled or com- 
pletely cured by surgery,gX-ray, 
radium and certain other radio- 
active substances.

WHILE PAIN is not usually 
an early symptom of cancer 
there are seven danger signals 
by which the commonest kinds 
of cancer can be diagnosed 
early. 

These warning signs are: 

1. Any sore that does not heal. 

2. A lump or thickening in the 
breast or elsewhere. 

3. Unusual bleeding or dfs- 
charge. 

4. Any change in a wart or 
mole. 

5. Persistent indigestion or dif- 
ficulty in swallowing. 


6. Persistent hoarseness or 
cough. 
7. Any change in normal bowel 
habits.

THESE SYMPTOMS do not 
necessarily mean cancer—they 
do mean that something is wrong 
and you should visit your doc- 
tor immediately. 

But since cancer often devel- 
ops without any warning symp- 
toms the best safeguard is a 
thorough physical examination 
by your physician at least once 
every year, even though you 


think you are in good health.

Resisting the impulse to lay 
down the spade ace (which ob- 
viously would have been fatal to 
the defense), West opened his 
top club. South won with the 
queen, drew the adverse trumps, 
and then, apparently pleased at 
the chance to get rid of his sin- 
gleton spade, discarded that card 
on dummy’s third trick. He then 
confidently led a.low heart to his 
king. 

South’s cunfidence was rudely 
shattered when West showed 
out on the heart trick—and since 
there was now no way of avoid- 
ing two heart losers, South had 
to listen to a very trenchant lec- 
ture from his partner. 

The easy route to the contract 
was, of course, for South to keep 
his spade and lead that card to- 
ward dummy after drawing 
trumps—it was just plain silly 
to care about a possible over- 

trick. 

But, as it happened, South 
could have recovered from his 
o\... folly if he had taken a 
slight precaution after ditching 
the spade. All he had to do was 
ruff a spade, then lead a low 
heart towand the board.

Warm Air Heating Troubles. 


OT air, as we all learned 
H years ago at school, rises 

which explains why the 
temperature of the air over 
Washington often gets well above 
the boiling point. 

Some smart individual figured 
that if this was true, and it is— 
about hot air rising—it would 
be possible to heat a house by 
allowing warm air to come up 
through registers in the first 
floor. 

The idea was that the warm 
air would rise up and heat the 
upstairs rooms as well as those 
on the first floor. 

This is still true but what 
happens in a lot of homes is 
that the first floor is too warm 
and the second floor is too cold. 

Now the trouble here, in nine 
times out of ten, is that some- 
one forgot to figure out just 
how the warm air was going to 
flow from the downstairs to the 
upstairs, It can’t flow through 
a floor effectively and only a 
certain amount will be smart 
enough to use the stairs. The 


rest just won’t do any good at » 


all unless you find it an easy 
way to flow upwards. 

About the easiest way to pro- 
vide a means for the air to get 
upstairs is to install ceiling reg- 
isters between the upstairs and 
downstairs rooms. 

These registers don’t require 
any ducts or sheet metal work. 
All you have to do is to get a 
register and then cut a hole in 
the floor or ceiling and put the 
register into place. You can get 
a register with adjustable lou- 
vers so that when you want to 
keep the heat downstairs, the 
register can be closed off. 

If you live in a house where 
there are high ceilings, registers 
can be installed in the walls 
to allow the warm air to flow 
from one room into the adjoin- 
ing one.
